In his demonstration Professor Abbott walked to and fro on .the 


platform .fiefore tho physicians and the fluctuating of his heart, like 
the ticking of a clock, could be heard plainly. 


The broadcasting of the heart heats provided a convincing and 


practical proof of the adequacy of the "microphone^tetfiescope", nc- 
cording to physicians who ''listened in."
